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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the replenish enable/disable valve as 
a solenoid valve (claim 22) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

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Claim Objections 

Claims 20-22 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 20, Line 23, 
"at" should be -and-; Claim 21, Line 1, "further comprising" should be -wherein the means for 
preventing the replenishing link from being established comprises-; and Claim 22, Line 2, "a 
condition" should be -the condition-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 20-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 20 recites "a second main connection which is connected to a feed or discharge 
additional main duct as is the second main connection of the first hydraulic motor" (Lines 17- 
19), which appears to be directed at the embodiment of Fig. 5, the recitation is unclear because 
the second main connection of the second hydraulic motor is connected to a different than the 
second main connection of the first hydraulic motor. In regard to claims 33 and 34, the 
embodiment of Fig. 5 does not have an "interconnection duct" connecting the second main 
connections of the first and second hydraulic motors. Further, the embodiment of Figs. 1-4 does 
not appear to include an "additional main duct" as described in the specification (Page 21, Line 3 
- Page 22, Line 26). 
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Claim 42 recites the limitation "the control means" in line 1. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 21-32, 35-41, and 43-46 are rejected due to their dependence from claim 20. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20-46 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 6991058 and 6354392 each disclose a hydrostatic transmission circuit, and 7231764 
discloses a replenish valve with means to prevent the replenishing link from being established.
